The attar of roses, the famed essential 


oil of the damask rose of Kazanlik on 
the sunny slopes of the Balkans, finds 
its equal in perfume in the Philippine 
product, and the ylang-ylang tree is a. bet- 
ter yieldt-r of essence from the flower, 
and therefore a less costly basic essence 
for the perfumers' art. 


The 
ylang-ylang, 
sometimes spelled 


ilang-ilang, while indigenous 
to many 
parts of tropical Asia, reaches its greatest 
perfection in the Philippine Islands, where 
it is a favorite among the natives. Be-' 
sides its value as an attar in preparations 
for the hair and toilet waters, it is also 
held to possess curative virtues In tooth 
and other aches and pains. 
In a prep- 
aration of cocoa, nut oil known to com- 
merce as Macassar oil. for the hair, attar 
of ylang-yland is the perfume.. 
The perfumes of Europe and, to a less 
degree, of the United States make it 
the base of some of thsir most costly 
extracts. The Manila oil is practically 
without competition in ;he markets of 
the Western nations on account of su- 
periority. and even at from $10 tn $35 a 
pound the supply is unequal to the de- 
mand. 


Hitherto the United States supply has 
come through Germany or Franco. To- 
gether with England, 
those 
countries 
have a monopoly of the product, which 
is generally secured In advance under 
contract far the entire output. 
The tree Is common to many localities 
south of Menila. It is found chiefly in 
the well-populated provinces and islands. 
and the natives say that it thrives b?;st 
near the habitations of man. The prop- 
agation in plantations, by seed or cut- 
tings about twenty feet apart, each way 
(108 trees to the acre), is easy and the 
growth rapid in almost any soil. The 
first flowers appear in the third year. 
the eighth yielding often us high as 390 
pounds, the bloom occurring in every 
month. The greatest yield is from July 
to December. 
The process of converting the Ior.£.

British sanitary Inspectors hare Just 


made the discovery that in the matter 
of hygienic regulations they are far be- 
hind the United States. Their attention 
has been forcibly called to this by the 
widely different conditions under which 
the poorer classes of England and this 
country exist. 
America for years has enacted laws 
which compel all painters to remove old 
wallpaper before hinging the new. 
No 
such regulation exists on the British 
Isles, and where the tenant is so poor 
that Tiis protest carries no weight, .the 
new wall paper Is invariably placed over 
the old. 
The greatest danger to be apprehended 
from this comes from a gas, deleterious 
to health, which is generated from old 
and decayed paste and size, dirt and 
smoke. Possibly patients afflicted with 
contagious diseases have occupied some 
of these rooms, and the fact that instead 
of being disinfected or removed the wall 
paper is still there, although hidden from 
sight beneath one -or two more layers, 
may account for many outbreaks of con- 
tagions' diseases, the origin of which had 
appeared a mystery to the British health 
officials.
